ca n na va l a ctivity upon the high sea s a nd 
ma ny of the most heroin fea ts known to 
our ma ritime history were performed by 
priva teers. No doubt exists of the lega lity 
a nd legitima cy of priva teering. As 1 sta t 
ed in a former dispa tch to y our pa per, the 
I nited Htutos declined to join the conven­ 
tion of Pa ris, which put a stop to priva 
touring by the na tions which signed It. 
Spa in a lso declined to sign, a nd therefore 
no mora l restra int rests upon this country 
to a bsta in froiu issuing letters of ma rque 
a nd reprisa l. 
B ut in the opinion of the president it 
would not Ih> good policy to do so a t this 
time. 
Priva teering m ight rouse a nta go­ 
nistic sentiment in Europe, a nd while we 
a re not fea rful of Europe’s censure wo do 
wish her good opinion a nd good will. Nor 
is priva teering a necessity a t this time. 
Wo ha ve a na vy fully ublo to cope w ith the 
sea power of Spa in. 
There is no need to 
ca ll upon priva te enterprise to equip ships 
a nd go forth destroy ing Spa nish com ­ 
merce. 
instea d of a dopting this policy , 
which would bo in lino with precedents, 
our government ha s purcha sed ma ny of 
the ships which wero a vrtilnblo for priva 
tooring a nd Is sending thorn out a rmed 
a nd ma nned by our regula r na va l forces.

Nor it is likely tha t the United Sta tes 
will enga ge extensively in the business of 
destroy ing Spa nish commerce unless the 
Spa nish na vy lirst sets the pa ce by ca ptur­ 
ing America n mercha nt vessels.

Wea ther Bureau, Illinois Section, for 
the week ending, April 19 , 189 8: 


The temperature of t le week a v er­ 
aged from 3° daily al ov e normal in 
ex treme south to about 6 ° da ily abov e 
in ex treme north, the nights being 
cool: rainfall increased from a tra ce in 
northeast counties to more than an 
inch along the entire west part of the 
state. 
The week was genera lly fav ora ­ 
ble and much progress was made, most 
of the oat crop going in, while plowing, 
potato planting and ga rdening are well 
begun, and a few fields of corn ha v e 
been planted in ex treme southern coun­ 
ties. 
Whea t, ry e and grasses aresgen- 
erally doing well, a lthough grasses 
grow slowly : stock is being pastured in 
the southern district. 
Fruits show but 
slight injury from frost, and peaches, 
pears, plums cherries and apricots are 
blooming in the south half, with ap­ 
ples ready to» open. 


N ORTHERN DISTRICT. 


Little rain fell in east counties, but 
about two inches in ex treme west coun­ 
ties, work being delay ed as a result.

The Now’ York man lay down again 
up on the boughs.

him off and so giv es the hunters a 
chance to come up . 
"T here was one bear that stayed 
round this shore for years, and he gav e 
fishermen no end of trouble by robbing 
their camp s when they wore out on the 
lake fishing. He bothered them worst in 
the early sp ring, when they carne up to 
the lakes to fish through the ice. it was 
about that time that the bear would 
come out from his w inter’s sleep lean 
and hungry, and it took a heap to fill 
him up . 
Ho w’hh a groat trav eler, and 
before the fishing season ended he would 
be hoard of from one end of the lake to 
the other.

that s the state of Maine name for rum 
and molasses mixed together, and i t ’s 
an enticing drink. 
He had just made 
op bis m ind to go to the camp to try a 
little of the m ixture when ho saw a 
bear coming out on the ice from that 
direction, and the bear was staggering 
Irunk. It had broken into the camp and 
was drunk on Silas Thomp son’s rum 
and molasses.
